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THE REVERIE OF A DOWNTOWN CHURCH

In me, the rich and the 
poor mingle in the fellowship of worship. Through me the poor 
are ennobled and enriched, and the rich are made generous and 
gentle. 


I live to serve. I exist for others. This may be the reason 
why I continue to keep my strength through the years. 


It is sometimes said that I am not so convenient to attend. 
But who ever said that religion is to be a thing of convenience? 
If pilgrims of Israel could travel the length of Palestine afoot 
to attend the special temple services at Jerusalem, surely the 
twenty minutes it requires to come to the heart of the city is not 
too much. 


You come downtown to shop. You come downtown for 
your entertainment. Many of you come downtown to work. Is it 
any more of a hardship to come downtown for worship? 


You would not want me to die through your indifference, 
any more than you would want your downtown postoffice, 
courthouse and department stores to die. 


I leave my future to you, for my place in the city depends 
upon your loyalty. I believe that I can count on you. 


The Rector’s Report 


The Fellowship of St. Stephen’s Church—Greetings: 

Once again the Yearbook comes to you with a detailed presentation 
of the work of our parish during the past year. Its pages record the activi- 
ties of our parish and its organizations for the year 1945, but the parish list 
and the officers of the various organizations are as up to date as we could 
place them at the time of going to press. The accumulation of our activities 
is a very important work in the community and in the church. It could not 
be done without the co-operation and sacrifice of many people who ‘have 
placed the Kingdom of God before their own personal plans. I know I 
express every loyal parishioner’s thoughts when I speak our gratitude to 
these many people for their leadership and inspiration. 

Pd like to reach out my hand and shake yours, every one individually ! 
No, I’m not thinking of the 29,686.who attended the noonday services this 
past year, or of the 1886 who received the Holy Communion between 
Sundays. Neither am I thinking of the 10,982 who attended the Sunday 
services, nor the 2357 who received Holy Communion on Sundays—some 
40,214 in all who received spiritual comfort in St. Stephen’s during 1945 
for I do not believe congratulations are in order for attending services of 
worship. Friendly greeting and a welcome—yes, but not congratulations. 
I am sure that the boss does not congratulate you for showing up at the 
office every morning, that is your business. And on Sunday it is your 
business to be in your Father’s House to worship and give thanks to. Him 
for your many blessings. 

So,—no congratulations for being in Church on Sunday or an 
day of the week, BUT all kinds of congratulations on the splendid pa 
which you responded to the many appeals made upon your generosity this 
last year. Of course figures never prove a thing, they say. But nevertheless 
they are interesting. We paid all our current parish and diocesan obligations 
amounting to $40,998.00; we made repairs to the amount of $2556.16; we 
gave away $14,767.67 to missionary and benevolent causes, including the 
$6,500.00 which was raised by Mr. Raspin and Mr. Morris for the Recon- 
struction and Advance Fund. We oversubscribed our’ Missionary quota of 
$4500.00 some $400. This has meant considerable sacrifice on the part of 
many of our people, and we are truly grateful for this splendid report 
reflecting as it does the spirit of self-sacrifice and loyalty. 
_ The rector has been greatly cheered and heartened in the evident 
improvement in church attendance during the past year. During the past 
four years we have had an increase each year over that of the previous year 
In fact we had ten thousand more this year than in 1942. l 

Somewhere in this report the rector must make room for his official 
acts. During the year he conducted 304 services; preached 146 sermons: 
administered 12 private communions to the sick; had 12 baptisms 22 
weddings and 15 burials, and made 532 calls upon parishioners. 

Because of the condition of her health, Mrs. Buelah Hollar i 
the leadership of the Woman’s Auxiliary. She was a remador diner 
leader, a born administrator, a great developer of the Auxiliary’s activities 
She will be greatly missed. Her successor is Mrs. B. M. Tinsley. Mrs. 
Tinsley has already shown her capabilities, and under her leadership we 
are confident that the work will go from strength to strength, 
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Two deaths that have occurred in our official family during the year 
call for special mention. The Church sustained a great loss by the death of 
Mrs. Blanche Harper, who for many years served as the President of the 
Mothers’ Meeting. She was a helpful church member and a beautiful 
Christian character. 

It is difficult to add to the praise and appreciation that was accorded 
to the passing of the Honorable Roland S. Morris in newspaper and 
magazine. The death of Roland Morris removes from our ranks one who 
will long be remembered for the distinguished service he rendered. To St. 
Stephen’s Church, which he had served as Warden, he gave loyal devotion. 
To the councils of his Diocese which he served as Chancellor, he brought 
imagination and statesmanship. In successive General Conventions he made 
notable contributions. St. Stephen’s Church was filled on November 26 
when the friends of Roland Morris—former students, colleagues, and 
members of the Church family—gathered for his funeral service. It was 
conducted by Bishop Hart, assisted by the rector. Prayers and hymns were 
used which he had studied and loved. Conforming completely with his 
desires, the service was a simple one. 

We ask ourselves: How can we, the living, keep our pledges to the 
dead? By helping to make a Church what it once was and always. should 
be: A focus for living, a place where rich and poor meet on equal terms, 
where existence finds its meaning, both spiritual and social. We have an 
immense opportunity ; may we be worthy of it! 

Last December the Rev. Gustav C. Meckling,.formerly vicar of the 
Church of the Transfiguration and minister to the Hard of Hearing con- 
gregation in this city, came to us as Director of the Community House 
program and Minister to the Hard of Hearing. To the rector this was most 
gratifying and Mr. Meckling has responded to his duties with enthusiasm 
and energy. We are a fortunate congregation to secure his services, and 
the rector is under a great personal obligation to Mr. Meckling for his 
loyalty and good spirit and the way he has put his shoulder to the wheel. 


St. Stephen’s now ministers to a splendid group of people—the hard 
of hearing. Two hundred of the most modern hearing-aid devices with 
hand-regulated volume controls have been installed for use at all services. 
Placed in all sections of the church, they are connected with microphones 
located at the altar, at the prayer desk, pulpit, lectern and choir, to serve 
the hearing-aid listeners. Designed for clearness and depth, the aids will 
render effective sound to persons with a hearing loss up to 85 percent. 
Under the leadership of Mr. Meckling, St. Stephen’s has now the only 
Episcopal Sunday evening service in the central city. Every Sunday, too, 
a splendid group is led by Miss Hannah E. Yeakle, in a Bible Class which 
meets at four o’clock. It is a source of deep satisfaction to the rector to 
have the Church open and Services available morning and evening as well 
as week days. The members of the Hard of Hearing Congregation are vocal 
in expressing their appreciation of worshiping in our beautiful church 
and their number is increasing weekly. 


For the past three years St. Stephen’s Service Club has entertained 
close to one hundred thousand service men and women and over twenty-five 
thousand have been served Sunday night supper. Due to the exhaustion of 
funds and the falling away of volunteers, it was decided to close the Club 
on January 31, 1946. When this decision became known, 350 service men 
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addressed a petition to Bishop Hart which read in part: “This Club has 
been such a comfort and home to so many of us boys who are far away 
from our own homes that we would like to feel that it will remain open to 
us.” In addition, such a spontaneous wave of protest followed on the part 
of the Junior Hostesses, some of the volunteers, and certain of the clergy, 
that the Board and the Vestry of St. Stephen’s worked out a plan to keep 
the Club open over the weekend. The Sunday night suppers have continued 
together with the full program of activities. The Wednesday Night Club 
of young people also entertains the service men and maintains the snack bar 
on Wednesday nights. 


Our fighting men have been coming home to family and church and 
to school or job. As homefolk, we have awaited their return with the same 
eagerness with which they have anticipated it. Many of them have been 
away a long time, so that we have both found some changes. The younger 
among them are much more mature. They return with broader horizons, 
with some cherished memories, and perhaps with others which they wish 
they could lose. Danger and fear, boredom and ennui, have been their lot at 
times, but they know the meaning of team spirit and comradeship as they 
never knew them before. 


The Church needs the returning serviceman as badly as he needs the 
Church. The aimlessness and pettiness of the world have left their mark 
upon the Church. A shameful proportion of parish activities is quite mean- 
ingless in terms of man’s eternal destiny. We are afraid of bold action for 
our ideals. We are, just about all of us, hypocrites—we don’t live up to 
the Church’s teachings, and we often hardly try. All God’s wonderful gifts 
have pitifully little effect upon us—perhaps because, like an electric eurrent, 
His grace does not keep flowing in unless it also flows out. We have a 
series of enormous failures to account for—in Christian education, in race 
relations, in industrial relations, in politics. We can’t help remembering 
that Germany was once what is called a “Christian nation” but we note with 
pride, tinged by awe, that only the Christian Church dared to stand against 
Naziism when it was in power. 


It is not a victorious Church that claims your allegiance. On the 
contrary, it is a Church deeply enmeshed in troubles of all kinds, weakened 
by division, beset by enemies within and without, enfeebled by timidity 
and selfishness in high places and low; befouled with the sins of its members 
and drugged with the toleration of a godless society; yet, in spite of all, 
it is the body of which Christ is the Head and the unconquerable army of 
the Kingdom of God. 


We think that you, the returning servicemen, are able to give the 
Church a seriousness of purpose and a moral drive which it greatly needs; 
we think that God intends you to do so, and that one of the reasons He 
sent you out was to prepare you for that work—perhaps in the ministry 
or a Church profession, perhaps as a man-in-the-pew who has the courage 
to make bold proposals and thé drive to put them into effect. God grant 
you a ready heart to hear His call, and a steadfast mind and will in the 
battle for His Kingdom. 

We are now in the long awaited post-war era. August brought an end 
of the shooting war. But the end of the shooting war and the winning of 
the physical struggle did not of themselves alone mean victory, for we have 
striven not only against flesh and blood, against iron and steel and things 
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material—we have striven against ideas, concepts, philosophies of life 
inimical to the spirit of man. If by this war we do not defeat war itself, we 
will have won no victory. 

As we have seen, the struggle against vicious ideas and the struggle 
against war itself has entered a new and more complex phase since the 
guns have ceased firing. In the new phase the battleground is the spirit and 
the mind of man. The enemy is now prejudice. It is selfishness in its 
myriad forms. It is divisive, isolationist, sectarian, national and racial. It 
is all those forces and influences that produce a negative answer to the 
question: “Am I my brother’s keeper?” 


Against such enemies and in such warfare the uniquely important 


_ instrument is the Church, for in the spirit and truth of Jesus is the world’s 


only hope. Christian education has never been more critically important 
than it is in these months and years ahead. But it must be Christian educa- 
tion, not mere sectarian indoctrination. It must be clear in its two-fold 
focus of instilling the spirit of Jesus into the soul of the individual, and 
of so impressing His truth upon the mind that it becomes the determinant 
in all decisions and the criterion of all education. 


With this thought in mind and with the opportunity afforded St. 
Stephen’s Church in this post-war world, the rector appointed a committee 
over a year ago of six vestrymen under the chairmanship of Mr. Edward S. 
Morris to plan for the wise use of our facilities, especially in the Community 
House when the War Commission would terminate the work of St. 
Stephen’s Service Club. This committee met with Bishop Hart who was 
šo impressed with the committee’s grasp of the Church’s responsibility in 
the post-war days, that he made mention of these men in his diocesan 
address. This committee has already gone ahead with some of its plans. A 
program has been set up in the Community House with the Rev. Gustav 
Meckling as Director which is built around religious, educational and 
recreational activities. Under the new setup, the Wednesday Night Club 
attracts one hundred young people every meeting. A Lenten series of Bible 
Lectures under the leadership of Dr. George M. Lamsa has attracted a 
most interested group of people. In the Fall, the rector is confident that a 
most stimulating program of religious education and Forums on educational 
topics will be inaugurated. 

We must encourage more people to look on our downtown church as 
a field of service. This is an aspect of a church that needs to be emphasized. 
It is one in which a church in the heart of a great city far surpasses the 
suburban churches. What the suburban churches need is more poor mem- 
bers, so that the Church may not be merely a social club of people of a 
certain set. And what the city churches need are more people of compara- 
tive leisure, who can take part in their activities and develop their societies. 
A church ought to be first a house of prayer, a place of worship under the 
most favorable conditions; secondly, a place of teaching where Christian 
doctrines are taught and Christian principles are applied to life; and thirdly, 
a place of work, where Christian influence can be spread, Christian friend- 
ships formed and Christian service rendered. 


May St. Stephen’s prosper and develop in all these various fields. 


That is our aim.

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Report of the Hard of Hearing Work at St. Stephen’s Church 


It was with a feeling of timidity that the hard of hearing chapel 
entered into the life of St. Stephen’s Church. In a sense we were over- 
awed by the vastness of our new surroundings. But when we found our 
welcome just as great and the atmosphere most friendly, we settled down 
comfortably and made ourselves at home. Emphasizing our work in the 
four o’clock Sunday afternoon Bible Class and the Evening Prayer Service, 
we hope to reach out to many in our city who are hard of hearing and who 
would appreciate our Service of Worship. It is too early to quote compara- 
tive figures but there is no question that our hard of hearing services are 
better attended than before. We have gone over the one hundred mark and 
the attendance varies between sixty and a hundred. During Lent we had the 
privilege at the Sunday Evening Services of hearing many visiting guest 
preachers. There were also many hard of hearing persons who came to the 
noon-day Lenten Services who used the hearing aids. It is not possible to 
measure the value of this type of ministry now being accomplished in St. 
Stephen’s Church. We are still experimenting in sound acoustics to bring 
to the hard of hearing person the church’s services in their full beauty and 
richness. Our own efforts in organizing a volunteer choir are beginning to 
bear fruit and as time goes on we hope that this. work of the church’s 
ministry will be firmly established as a worthy part of St. Stephen’s 
program.

Community House Report 


On February lst, 1946 the Community House was available for use 
by the Parish Organizations. The Service Men’s Club was to continue on 
a week-end basis, and plans to close entirely the end of this month. The 
Wednesday Night Young People’s Club moved its activities into the Com- 
munity House F ebruary 6th and made arrangements to entertain Service 
Men along lines similar to the program of the Week-End Service Men’s 
Club. Thus far they have entertained 475 Service Men or an average of 35 
each Wednesday night. Attendance other than Service Men totaled 732 
making a total of 1207 persons being entertained by the Wednesday Night 
Young People’s Club. Various church groups and organizations carried 
on the snack bar and over $65.00 has been spent for food. Wednesday, May 
lst the group held a formal dance with an orchestra and this was most 
successful. The group plans to carry on its activities through the Summer 
months. 

The Lamsa Bible Lectures which continued for eight Fridays duri 
March and April were very enthusiastically sealed Puch tue ee 
preceded by a well cooked dinner bringing the visiting guests into one 
. happy family group. As a result of these dinners a profit of $65.24 was 
turned into the hearing aid fund for the Community House. The Hard of 
Hearing Auxiliary committee which planned these dinners merit our 
thanks for their work and this contribution. Dr. Lamsa received a gift of 
$113.97, the total weekly offering at the lectures. The average attendance 
at these lectures was 76, the total being 608. There were 269 dinners served 
or an average of 32 each week. This phase of work in the Community 
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House was so well received that the group voted to have the lectures con- 
tinue through May, but due to other scheduled activities it was not possible 
to do this. 

Three Auxiliaries of the Church are meeting regularly in the Com- 
munity House, The St. Stephen’s Church Women’s Auxiliary, the Hard 
of Hearing Afternoon Auxiliary and the Evening Branch. The Mother’s 
Club has also moved into the Community House and has had a series of 
interesting events. The din to be heard coming from the basement on Friday 
night is a: reminder that the Scouts are still meeting in the Community 
House and can be heard if not seen. The King’s Daughters, the Girls’ 
Friendly and the Church School are still meeting in the Parish House and 


it is assumed that in the Fall they will find their place in the Community 


House program. 

These are our Church organizations and they are worthy of our support 
and prayers. Through them much of our Church’s life activities are carried 
out. Giving the Community House over to the Service Men’s Club our 
Church organizations limited themselves to the smaller rooms of the Parish 
House. It is to be expected that as we again find ourselves in the more 
spacious and comfortable rooms of the Community House our work in 
each organization will grow and develop. Thus, I look forward to a close 
cooperation with each Parish Organization that we together as individual 
organizations and organizations together in one Church family can better 
serve in the Church’s work. Our programs side by side become the expres- 
sion of St. Stephen’s work for Christ’s Kingdom. The Community House 
will be open for all activities during the Summer months excepting the 
time out needed for painting and repairing. 

Plans for the Fall for the Community House include a possible Forum 
or Discussion Group for business men and a work that will in some measure 
reach out to the teen age boys and girls in the community. Due to the 
popularity of the Lamsa Dinner-Lectures we hope to have this activity 
again on our program in the Fall. It is also expected that we shall use the 
motion picture equipment and all our organizations should look into this 
form of entertainment for its social and educational values. 

The above report has to do with our church organizations and their 
work. In addition to these the Gold Star Mothers are meeting monthly in 
the Community House. The Taylor Business School Sorority had an after- 
noon tea, and the Lankenau Hospital gave an entertainment. On two Mon- 
days a month a group of young people are learning to square dance. Many 
of these young people are members of our Church and this project is only 
in its experimental stage. For the Fridays during May we have three card 
parties by the Gold Star Mothers, the Hard of Hearing Evening Auxiliary 
and the Purple Heart. On the 4th Friday the Boy Scouts are having moving 
pictures and a Social Evening. 

In order that these many organizations can function smoothly in the 
Community House it is necessary to plan special programs or events early 
and have the date cleared through the office where a master size calendar 
is kept at all times. This calendar lists all regular and special activities.

The net income from endowments and investments was less in the 
year 1945 than the preceding year, due largely to the decreased rate of 
return on invested money. It is gratifying, however, to report that the 
investments constituting our principal funds are of a sound type and with 
a market value very considerably in excess of the figures at which they are 
carried on our books. á 

Contributions received during the year for our various activities, 
Parochial and Diocesan, show a considerable gain over the prior year and 
does not include sums of money paid direct to various objects, which did 
not pass through the hands of the Treasurer. When we realize that during 
the year we gave in excess of $6000.00 to the Reconstruction and Advance 
Fund and sums of money for other objects, it will be excellent evidence of 
the increased interest, which is being steadily developed. 

It is a pleasure to be able to report such a healthy condition and to 
have the assurance that we have bright prospects for a continued success- 
ful future.

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Burd School 

In this its ninetieth year, we think of the Burd School not in the class 
of the venerable. We see in it the bloom and gaiety of youth, as anyone 
who was fortunate enough to attend the festivities of last Saturday can 
testify. 

The great day dawned with Jupiter Pluvius on the stage; but he soon 
made his exit when the children’s friend, Old Sol, arrived with his beaming 
smile. 

There was an air of expectancy and pleasant excitement at the school 
because of the promised pageant to bring to life the dream of Mrs. Burd 
for the future of her girls, their advance into the industrial world as she 
wished it might be, and so we saw them doing needlework and millinery, as 
whimsical, to use Mrs. Burd’s own word, in her generation as in ours. 
Later we found them in office work, nursing, library work, teaching, and 
occupational therapy. The final scene, the lovely bride arrayed in wedding 


gown and veil brought to mind Mrs. Burd’s feeling that the most important _ 


field of all for her girls was that of home making. 

Miss Davies, her assistants, and the girls deserve special credit for 
their success in the undertaking as, on account of a quarantine, they had 
but two weeks in which to rehearse and prepare for the interesting event. 

Following the pageant came the award of the usual prizes for prompt- 
ness at roll call in the early morning, for neatness and for scholarship. 

The David D. Wood award for the highest achievement in music was 
again made to Jean Olson who had captured that prize last year. 

By way of special interest I might say that some of the “littlest” girls 
of all were given prizes for perfect attendance at roll call. It seems we may 
pin our faith to the rising generation. 

The number of girls under the care of the school during the past year 
was 30 and there are now 28 living in the school. 

2 have been entered on probation and 1 returned to mother. 

1 was graduated from high school in February and is now in the 
employ of an insurance company. 

Elizabeth Steele was presented last Saturday with a certificate of 
graduation from the Burd School. In order to receive one of these cer- 
tificates a girl must either have completed her course in advanced education 
or have established herself successfully in a chosen field after graduation 
from high school. 

1 girl was confirmed at St. Stephen’s Church. 

The health of the school has been excellent generally. A case of 
scarlet fever developed recently, the patient being sent to the hospital; but 
there were no other cases and the quarantine was lifted in two weeks, 
much to the relief of staff and children. 

Happily there have been no changes in the Staff during the past year. 
A tutor for the older girls has been engaged for the school year, greatly 
aiding those in the higher schools. 

There has been some difficulty in the culinary department, a common 
experience everywhere; but that has been taken care of now. 

The House Committee has only the highest praise for the manage- 
ment of the household. 

At Christmas time there was the wonderful Christmas party, beginning 
with the carol service in the chapel, followed by the real Christmas dinner 
with all the fixings, in the beautifully decorated dining room, the light from 
myriads of candles casting a soft glow over the bright faces of the children. 
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Quite unusual was the presence of our two Bishops, the only real 
rivals of good St. Nicholas whose appearance was eagerly awaited when 
time for dessert came and I leave to your imagination the question as to 
whom the children regarded as the greatest celebrity at the moment. How- 
ever, there was no sign of jealousy on the part of the Bishops; for as Santa 
left the dining room Bishop Remington led the children in singing lustily, 
“For he’s a jolly good fellow,” and Bishop Hart lent his voice delightedly 
to this tribute to the dear old saint. 

_On this happy note and looking forward with great hope to the future 
of the school and Mrs. Burd’s girls the House Committee closes its report 
for the year 1945-1946.

The administration of this Trust has received 
the very painstaking consideration of the Burd School Committee and we 
have had a very fine cooperation from Miss Davies and the staff, who con- 
tinue to do an excellent work.

During the year, there have been a number of sales of real estate and 
the investments of the funds constituting the principal of this Trust has 
been largely in United States Government Bonds. Recently, however, it 
has been possible to secure first mortgages, which qualify as investments 
for this Trust, which will show an improvement in the income account. 

The funds made available for the operation of the School for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1945, amounted to $31,661.78, and the moneys 
spent for the actual operation of the School amounted to $30,935.31. 

The portfolio of securities in this account is in a healthy condition and, 
as in the case of the Church, the accounts are subject to audit and exami- 
nation by Charles S. Rockey & Company, certified public accountants, 
whose report on examination is available at all times for inspection. 

I extend to the Rector and the Committee of the Burd School and to 
Miss Davies my sincere thanks for the hearty cooperation and support 
which they have given in the administration of this Trust and the con- 
tinuance of the usefulness of its humanitarian work.

From numerous 
replies we know they were greatly appreciated. 

Our thanks to Miss Gertrude McClelland and Mrs. James H. Mearns 
for their efforts in preparing these presents and to all of you for your 
generous contributions. 

$229.95 in donations added to our balance of $43.61 from 1944 gave 
us a total of $273.56. Christmas dinners (certificates, baskets and cash gifts) 
amounted to $164.00. This added to the $117.63 for service kits and $14.00 
for postage and envelopes brought our expenses to $295.63 leaving a deficit 
of $22.07.

At the Christmas meeting Miss Alice Bedian a friend of Mrs. Wood 
and a beautiful singer from the Settlement Music School, gave a fine 
program. At this meeting an election was held and it was with a feeling of 
temerity that I accepted the office of President of the Auxiliary, but I 
have been accorded such wholehearted co-operation from all quarters 
that working with this group of women has been a pleasure. 

After functioning for the past three years under the able leadership 
of Mrs. Hollar, her resignation was a great loss, but we still retain her 
wealth of wisdom and experience in an advisory capacity. Nor can we 
leave unmentioned the invaluable guidance of Dr. Price. 

My efforts from the outset have been devoted primarily to increasing 
the membership in our organization by changing the time of meeting from 
morning to afternoon to suit the convenience of more women, writing 
special letters of invitation to those who do not attend, and by having an 
informal social gathering at the close of the regular business meeting. Our 
place of meeting has also been changed from the Parish House to the Com- 
munity House, where facilities are more suitable. We have not had speakers 
at our recent meetings, but the delegates to the different committees pro- 
vided such splendid and descriptive reports of their various works, that we 
have been compensated for this lack. 

May I take this opportunity, once more to invite all the women of the 
church to join us?

United Thank Offering 

The 1945 Fall Ingathering of the U. T. O. was held on Sunday, 
October 21 with our offering totaling $207.61 from sixty contributors. The 
Diocesan Fall Presentation Service was held at St. Mark’s Church on 
October 28th. The offering from all parishes amounted to $16,940.00. 

Sunday, April 28 was the date of the Spring Ingathering, when 
seventy-two contributors swelled the offering to an all-time high of $219.88. 
The Diocesan Spring Presentation, which was held in St. Stephen’s Church 
on Thursday, May 2, was attended by 281 people and the offering from 
all parishes amounted to $16,475.00. 

The U. T. O., as it is familiarly known to thousands, is a voluntary 
offering of the women of the Church, based upon the assumption that we 
make. some slight return to God for the many blessings, which He is 
daily giving us. The amount is not so important as the habit of returning 
thanks and the fact that all women everywhere unite in this great expres- 
sion of Thanksgiving. 

The goal of the Triennial Offering from the Diocese of Pennsylvania 
to be presented at the General Convention, to be held in Philadelphia in 
September is $100,000.00. At this date we have $87,000 toward this goal.

Mothers’ Meeting has been in existence for about fifty years and 
some of its early members still attend regularly. It meets every Thursday 
evening and is a gathering of old friends. Some program is usually planned 
and the meeting closes with light refreshments.

fruit in the lives of daughters and granddaughters of those who knew her. 

Through the kindness of Mrs. Raspin each one of the 135 active 
members and the five invalid members who can no longer come, receive a 
birthday card. She never forgets and the women appreciate this thought- 
fulness. They also thank St. Stephen’s for their annual outing. About 
half the membership went to Atlantic City and the other half enjoyed a 
delightful dinner at Snellenburgs.

The Choir 

A choir report always seems a little superfluous in that the choir 
makes its own report from Sunday to Sunday throughout the year. _ 

There have been a few changes in the personnel during the winter, 
due to the loss of one or two members who have left us to go to solo posi- 
tions, but we have been fortunate in filling their places with good voices 
and the ensemble has been kept up to its full quota numbering nineteen 
in all. 

The two services which already seem to have become traditional at 
St. Stephen’s, namely the Christmas portion of the “Messiah” on Christ- 
mas Eve and the “Crucifixion” on Good Friday, again proved very success- 
ful, and our congregations were very large upon both occasions. The sing- 
ing of the hymns by the congregation in the “Crucifixion,” which we are 
trying to encourage, showed a marked improvement this year and it is to 
be hoped that Stainer’s original idea of having the congregation join whole- 
heartedly in this part of his “Meditation” will eventually meet with as 
enthusiastic a response as I remember in the English parish churches. 

Throughout the year the members of my choir have again given me 
their most loyal and enthusiastic support, and this, combined with the sym- 
pathetic co-operation of Dr. Price, has all contributed to another season of 
pleasurable work. 

It seems almost out of place for me to speak of the musical results 
attained, for everyone who has attended our services has had the oppor- 
tunity of judging these personally, but it may be interesting to quote from 
a letter received recently from a prominent musician and conductor, who 
attended one of our morning services. He writes: 

“Tt was a pleasure to hear a choir that really sings in tune. That is a 
most rare treat! Most of the choruses I hear are out of tune. It was also 
nice to hear music that is balanced in the parts and doesn’t sound like 
twenty raw recruits trying it out for the first time. Your choir is excellent. 

“How the average church can stand what passes for good music is 
beyond my ken. With the music I heard Sunday you ought to pack ’em in 
at St. Stephen’s. I hope you do.” 

In closing, I would like to say how grateful I am to the anonymous 
donor who so kindly and generously contributed to the financial support 
of our music. It has been extremely helpful already in meeting situations 
which otherwise might have proved to be insurmountable problems.

On Good Friday over 5000 persons 
entered our doors for the Noon-Day Service and Hour of Meditation by our new 
Suffragan Bishop, William P. Remington. From 1 to 2 P. M. the choir sang 
Stainer’s “Crucifixion” under the direction of Dr. Matthews. Dr. Price closed the 
season by preaching on Saturday before Easter.

Noon-Day Services 

The Wednesday Noon-Day Services are held throughout the year except during 
Lent and on holidays. This year 42 Services were held with a total attendance of 
1,733 or an average of 41 persons. 

The Thursday Healing Services were not held during the summer but continued 
throughout the rest of year. During Lent they immediately followed the regular 
Lenten Service. For the 6 Services during Lent alone 455 persons attended. 

For the year 39 Services were held administering to about 1,600 persons or a 
daily average of 40 persons per Service. The Service on the last Wednesday of each 
month is concluded with the celebration of the Holy Communion. There is also a 
Communion Service held on every Friday. This well-rounded program is conducted 
by Dr. Price and its effectiveness is a stirring tribute to his guidance and leadership.

Sunday School 


During the season of 1945-1946, just now coming to a close, St. 
Stephen’s Sunday School has been operating regularly from the first Sun- 
day in October until the present date. The average attendance has been 
approximately thirty (30) during this whole period; and the interest and 
enthusiasm have been at a better level than last year. 


The staff, as always, have been co-operative and faithful, though unfor- 
tunately we have had some changes, causing us to lose familiar faces. Miss 
Doris Goff had been ordered to take a rest from both daytime and Sunday 
School activities and, a little later, Miss Blanche Erwood had to relinquish 
her teaching duties by reason of her impending marriage—both of these 
teachers being engaged in work with the primary department. Fortunately, 
Miss Emma Smith (formerly of the Burd School) consented to fill both 
places, and has done it so admirably that it has lessened the sense of loss 
that we experienced in having two such old friends give up the work they 
have done for so long. 


Miss Dorothy Ziegler, in charge of the upper intermediate division, 
was absent from us for some weeks due to an operation, during which 
time Miss McClellan most kindly filled the gap. We are indebted to Miss 
McClellan and also happy to have Miss Ziegler with us again, fully 
recovered. 


Next year the Sunday School looks forward to both a year of increased 
activity, as well as better quarters. During the summer, the St. Stephen’s 
Service Club will, we understand, close permanently, so that, when the 
Sunday School re-opens in the fall, it may return to its accustomed quarters 
in the Community House. This will be a blessing in many ways but, par- 
ticularly, in that it will permit us to expand the size of the Sunday School, 
which has been almost impossible while it was housed in the Parish House. 


Finally, one impending change of some importance is possibly to be 
considered during the coming year. At a meeting held of Committees of 
the Vestries of the Churches of St. Luke and the Epiphany, St. Peter, St. 
Stephen and Christ Church, it was determined to investigate the possibility 
of having a consolidated Sunday School, which would take care of the 
needs of the four parishes East of Broad Street and within the bounds of 
the Old City of Philadelphia. Due to the resignation of Dr. Blatz, who is 
leaving St. Peter’s during the coming summer, the matter has been post- 
poned until the appointment of a new rector of that church. We trust this 
matter will be investigated vigorously, as it might prove a solution to the 
Christian Education of the Episcopal Churches in that section of Philadel- 
phia. At the present time, none of the churches have what might be con- 
sidered a Sunday School of sufficient size to operate adequately and 
efficiently. Therefore, a combined effort would probably yield great benfit, 
both in the results and in the methods of operation. 


Your Superintendent cannot omit to express his warmest appreciation 
of the wholehearted support of the Rector, the Vestry and the Staff of St. 
Stephen’s Church, which has never failed in assisting him in the carrying 
of this very pleasant burden.

On Tuesday, May 14, 1946 at 6: 15, P. M., nearly one hundred parish- 
ioners and friends sat down to a delicious home-cooked dinner, admirably 
managed by Mrs. Howard McComb and served by the older members of 
the Burd School.

. At 7215 P. M. the meeting was called to order and Dr. Price stated 
that under the Charter of St. Stephen’s Church, it was provided that the 
meeting of the Electors should be held on Easter Monday, but might be 
-adjourned to a later date; that following the custom the meeting of the 
Electors had been adjourned by the Tellers from Monday, April 22, 1946 
to Tuesday, May 14, 1946, at eight o’clock p.m.
